W eilbacher, working 
gloves, was running the scrubber 
over the wet concrete floor, when 
William Smith, 1633 South Becond 
street, busy near by, heard him cry 
out. Smith seized his hand in an 
effort to free the youth from the 
machine and he, too, was severely 
shocked, 

The two were released when Shal- 
ler rushed from upstaire at their 
shouts and turned off the basement 
ewitch operating the machine. 

Able to Walk to Yard. 

Wellbacher was able to walk to the 
yard, where other workmen poured 
water on him and rubbed his body. 
He then engaged in light work about 
the place, but half an hour later col- 
lapsed. A physician attempted to 
revive him with a pulmotor, but he 
died an hour later 

Electricians testified at the inquest 
that voltage of the scrubber was only 
110 volts and that the youth would 
not have been shocked had he been 
wearing rubber gloves or ruber-soled 
shoes or had the floor been dry. The 
machine was in good working order, 
they said. 

Coroner Bracy's verdict included a 
weak heart as a contributing cause, 
he said, because this was the opinion 
of the attending physician and 
cause a fatal shock from 110 volts is 
extremely unusual.

Last of the Freak-Ballers. 


F the verdict of sey eral umpires 

in the American League is au- 
thoritative, Dave Danforth is the 
last of the “freak- ball” pitchers. 
If their charges prove true, it is 
likely to mean the last of Dave 
Danforth—unless he instantly re- 
forms. 

Major leaguedom is determined 
to eradicate this form of pitching 
which, in its relation to legiti- 
mate hurling stands about like 
poison gas does to legitimate war- 
fare. 

The “freak-ball” is not an 
above-board method of attack, in 
the opinion of baseball officials. It 
is a trick ball that depends for its 
effect on an abnorma] condition of 
the surface of the baseball itself. 

Given a certain state of rough- 
ness on one part of the sphere, 
the pitcher is enabled to throw a 
ball impossible to duplicate by 
legitimate curving methods. The 
result is what is known as a 
“sailer,”” a ball with a decided 
hop upwards as ‘it approaches the 
bat. It is the most difficult of 
all balls to hit and many pitchers 
have devoted time to gaining this 
up-shoot effect without resorting 
to the aid of the freak delivery. 
They have thus far been unsuc- 


cessful. 
2 


How the “Freak” Acts. 


HE success of the freak bal] 


depends upon having a smooth 
surface on one side of the ball 
opposed by a roughened surface 
on the opposite side of the sphere. 
The ball is thrown so that it re- 
volves parallel to the ground on 
an axis passing through the rough 
and smooth spots, with the rough- 
ened side down. Difference in air 
resistence between the rough and 
the smooth spots results in a trend 
upward along the line of least re- 
sistance. 

The resulting “hop” is baffling. 
It has made many pitchers fa- 
mous. They used the freak just 
often enough to completely baffle 
the batsmen as to what they in- 
tended to throw. 

The freak ball gave the pitche- 
such an overwhelming advantage 
over the batter that, in order <o 
equalize the offensive play with 
the defense, the baseball heads de- 
cided to abolish both the freak 
and the spitball. 

The spitter works differently, 
however, its breaks being down- 
ward.

Change Aids Batting. 
NDOUBTEDLY the Hmitation 
of the pitching has had much 

to do with the increase in batting 
punch, as curve ball hurling hai 
fallen on lean times, due to the 
greater ease and better results 
gained both with the spitter ani 
freak deliveries. 

Danforth was one of the first ‘o 
perfect the freak delivery. He 
brought it to the White Sox, where, 
it is said, Eddie Cicotte improved 
on it and developed his “shine 
ball.” 

Danforth doesn’t have to use the 
freak. He is said to have a good 
fast and a good curve ball ani 
could hold his own without the aii 
of cheating on the rules.

This latter situation. and the coa- 
dition just previous, of being unable 
to market our goods to the people of 
Europe before we entered the war be- 
cause we had no ships to send them 
evereseas, taught America a lesson.

The four men trapped in a shaft of 
the Midway Coal Co.'s mine at Ward, 
19 miles northeast, when ther went 
down to investigate a fire in the 
shaft. were rescued late last night 
by a mine relief team directed by 
Frank Rossbottom, State Mine In- 
spector, of Du Quetn, IL 
The last man rescued from the 
mine was Harry Laughlin. an in- 
spector, the only one who lost con- 
sciousness while entombed in the 
shaft, approximately 100 feet below 
the surface. The other three, Mile 
McGowan. general manager of the 
mine: William Forth, a pumpman, 
and Tom Ken Kelly, an tmapector, 
‘were able to leave for their homes 
after being brought to the surface. 
According to Rossbottom, the fire 
was caused by smoldering flames, 
which had been sealed in the mine 
last February. breaking out anew. 
The fire was discovered shortly be- 
fore noon. Supt. eGowan and hi 
men descended to investigate, when 
they were caught behind a cavre-in. 
Three of the men were found 
standing in a small pool of wa’er. 
Rossbottom said, not far from the 
surface, indicating they had been 
trapped on their way back. Three 
rescue teams, working in shifts.

A dime is dropped into’ a tapering 
goblet and a quarter is dropped in 
above it.
